reported that a meeting of the Second Memorial to the 
< Deaths of the ROSENBERGs vas held on June 19, 19559 at 
-the.. Fine Arts Building, 4l0 South Michigan Avenue, 

Chicago, Illinois, under the auspices of the Chicago Sobell 
Committee. 


According to the informant, it vas reported that 
approximately 265 persons vere in atiendance at this 
affair. It vas reported that an American flag adorned the 
left-hand side of the stage vith a picture of ETHEL ax^ 
JULIUS ROSENBERG vith the caption belov the picture, 

’'Never let them change the truth of our innooence." 


The informant reported that the meeting vas held 
for the purpose of collecting funds to vindicate the name 
of JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG and to finance a nev trial 
for MORTON SOBELL. vho is nov serving a 30 year prison 
term in Alcatrst ror his participation in the conspiracy 
to commit espionage. The informant also reportedthat' this 
meeting vas to commemorate the second memorial to the 
death of the ROSENBERGs. 
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This Informant reported that there vas consi- 
derable literature set up at a table at the entrance at 
the hall along with two books that were on displa/e The 
names of the books were "False Vlltness," published by 
AMGU S CAMEROHo The author of the other book was JOHH 
ysXLEZo The informant reported that WEXLETwas writing on 
the results of 3 years of investigation into the ROSENBERG- 
SOBELL Case in a book entitled "The Judgement of ETHEL a^ 
JULIUS ROSERBERGo ” 

According to the informant, the above meeting 
commenced at 8:45 p«m. and the invocation was read by 
^ Rabbi BURR So YAHPOLe The informant reported that seated 
beside the speaker’s platform were GALE SONDERGAARD, \riio 
is the wife of HEEIBERT BIEBEHMAN. who recently produced 
the Communist Party propaganda film, "Salt of the Ear'^," ANGUS 
CAMERON^ and-*, SYLVIA FISH^, who according to the infor- 
mant. appears to have taken over as head of the Chicago 
Sobeil Committeeo 

The informant reported that Rabbi YAMPOL chaired 
the meeting and introduced GALE SONDERGAARD, whom he stated 
had just arrived from Los Angeles \diere she spoke at a 
meeting similar to this one idiich was sponsored by the 
Los Angeles Sobeil Committeeo It was reported that the 
title of SONDERGAARD ’s speech was "Fraternity and Brother- 
hood of the Vlbrldo" 

-SONDMGAARO. in her speech, stated that she was . 
conviQoad that Fraternity and Brotherhood certainly existed 
in the united States and went on to say that the picture 
in idiich she was so proud to have taken part in was the 
"Life of EMI L ZOLA," in which she appeared as the wife of 
ALFRED DREZFUSS, who languished in prison for 12 years 
before the French people finally decided to do something 
about ito According to SONDERGAARD, the DRE5FUSS Case 
paralleled that of the present MORTON SOBELL Case, who is 
now spending his life on Alcatraz Islax^o She further 
stated in her speech that it will be the American people 
idio will finally free MORTON SOBELL, the same as th e 
French people secured the release of ALFRED DREYFUSSo 

SOND^GAARD continued on with a dramatic speech 
concerning JOHN BROWN, who was ezecujbed in the year of 
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1859 foT attempting to seize an arsenal at Harpers 
Ferry. According to SONDERGAARD, JOHN BROVIN ’’s one 
ambition in life vas to fight for the freedom of the 
Negro people. She also plugged the movie, "Salt of 
the Earth," produced by her husband, and stated that 
millions of people have seen this pljsture depicting 
the struggles of the American worker^: According to 
SONDERGAARD, it has been shown in Paris, Berlin, and 
all the large cities of Europe and even some parts of 
Asia. The informant reported that Mss SONDERGAARD 
then stated that even a movie as great as this is, is 
still barred even in the great city of Chicago, but 
eventually the people will finally force the shoving 
of this film. 

The informant reported that Miss SONDERGAARD 
concluded by saying that she had attended a large meeting 
in Los Angeles just a few days ago at which there were 
approximately 1500 persons in attendance. She stated 
that it was a meeting the same as this, sponsored by the 
Los Angeles Sobell Committee, and stated that people 
everywhere are rallying to tne defense of MORTON SOBELL 
and the vindication of JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG. 

The informant reported that Miss SONDERGAARD 
was given a standing ovation from the audience and highly 
praised by Rabbi BURR S. 7AMP0L. 

The informant reported that^ Rabbi YAMPOL then 
introduced SYLVIA FISHER, idio stated that "The Committee" 
had at last found a law firm that was willing to take over 
the ease of MORTON SOBELL, and ^hat due to this, much money 
was needed. According to FISHER, it was estimated that it 
would cost $100.00 a day to retain these lawyers and ahe.also 
mentioned that the Chicago Sobell Committee had a reception 
for GALE SONDERGAARD the previous evening on June 18 where 
the sum of $600.00 vas raised. 

SYLVIA FISHER Stated that the Chicago Sobell 
Committee has pledged to raise $1500.00 or more within 
the next few months and then called for donations starting 
from $100.00. 

The informant reported that the Ryde Park- 
Eenwood Chapter of the Chicago Sobell Committee donated 
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the first flOOoOO. It was reported that MAllDEL TEEtMAV 
of the CCASF sent a note pledging $50.00. 


SfLTIA FISHER eonolnded by stating that during^ 
the next few months warioos chapters of the Chicago 
Sobell Committee would hold Tarious fund raising affairs 
to enable them to raise approximately $5,000.00 for the 
defense of MOBTOH SOBELL and the Ylndlcailon of the

The Informant reported that Rabbi YAHFOL Inr 
troduced ARGUS CAMEROR. one of the featured speakers 
of the evening who stated that he wanted to praise and 
compliment Ffrs, SOHDERGAARD for the fine speech titot she 
^d given. CAMEROR stated that he remembered a time In 
this country when it was easy to publish a book but si nce 
then times have changed, thanks to BROWNELL, VELDE, JERRER, 
MC CARTH7. and all the rest. Including members of the 
Senate Internal Security Sub-Committee, members of the 
Uh- American Activities Committee, together with Agents 
of the FBI and Immigration and Raturalization Service. 

He further stated that a person spends most of his time 
on a train from wherever he is ridiz^ to the offices of 
one of these agencies in Washington.

According to the Inforsknt, CAHEROR flayed a 
Mr. SAYPOL, idio, according to CAHEROR, prosecuted and 
won the conviction of the HOSERBERGs and MORTOR SOBELL. 
CAHEROR stated that had the ROSENBERG jury known that 
HARRY GOLD was a "psychopathic liar they would have 
never convldted the ROSERBERGs or SOBELL. CAHEROR then 
stated that there was a jury of 12 men and women ii^o 
recently branded H. GOLD as a liar and it was GOLD’^s 
testimony that helped convict the ROSERBERGS and SOBELL. 


The Informant reported that after the s])esch 
by CAHEROR. lie, CAHEROR, came back to present a book to 
both GALE SORD^GAARD and Rabbi BURR YAHPOL the title 
of which was "The Judgment of ETHEL and JULIUS ROSENBERG" 
written by JOHN WEHEY. 


The Informant reported that at the conclusion 
of the meeting, SYLVIA FISHER took the speakers stand 
and announced ihat a total of $1030.00 had been collected 
at this affair and together with the $600.00 collected 
the previous night, made a total of $1630.00 that will
